Now that the news of the evacuation of Cor- 
inth has been officially confirmed, we expect 
a forward movement from day to day. 

, Preparations, not proper to mention in 
a dispatch, are being made under the 
orders of Commodore Davis, whieh rea- 
der it probable that the eveat will not take 
place for two or three days at least. The 
ram Fulton made a reconnolssance at Craig- 


| head Point yesterday afternoon, intended as a 


challenge for the rebels. It was not accepted. 

A rebel steamer bas for several nights past 
been accustomed to post herself at the further 
side of Craighead Poiut, and there remain as 
an advance guard of the fleet, watching the 
eppreech and movements of our flotilla. It 
was thought that upon being properly 
challenged she would come out and show 
fight, but she did mot. She may find it neces- 
sary to do so very soon. Large quantities of 
shell are daily being received here for the use 
of the mortar boats, by the mail steamers. 

The reduction of Fort Piliow, or its oceupa- 
tion if evacuated since the entrance into Cor- 
inth, of the Union forces, becomes a matter 
of military necessity. We must have Mem- 
phis. The Micaissippi River must be opened, 
to the end that the army may be emabied to 
obtain subsistence. The country occapied 
cannot furnish this. It has already been 
stripped by the rebels, and it was never pro- 
ductive. In order to reach Memphis we must 
first pass Pillow, Falton, Randolph and Wolf 
River. At the two latter places only are seri- 
ous obstacles now expected, unless Fort 
Pillow ehould be reinforced by a detachment 
from .Beauregard’s retreating forces. 

The steamer Meteor arrived this afternoon 
from Pittsburg. The passengers report that 
Col. Elliott, whose expedition to the south of 
Corinth has been previously noticed, in your 
columns, has returned, baving proceeded as 
far a6 Boonville, where he destroyed a bridge 
and tore up the track In two or three places 
and captured 600 infantry and two squadrons 
of cavalry. Healso destroyed a train of cars 
on the road filled with stores of various kinds. 

Anether portion of Gen. Pope’s force found 
s large womber of rebel wagons on their 
way south with about six or seven thon- 
sand stend of arms which the guard 
attempted to destroy by burning. They 
were, however, saved in « damaged 
state ; they were doubtless those which had 
belonged to men who had died, deserted, or 
beem carried away sick. Col. Elliott is also 
reported by a gentleman on Gen. Halleck's 
staff, a passehiger on the Meteor, to have in- 
tercepted thirteen locomotives, and a large 
aumber of cars which were being conveyed 
South. The force of Col. Elliott was about 
1,800 cavalry of the 2d and 3d Michigan and |
